ORGANIZATION     OF     THE     CITY     COUNCILS, 
August  14th,  1877. 


Gentlemen: — The  citizens  of  Portsmouth  have  entrusted 
to  us  the  management  of  their  municipal  affairs  for  the  coming 
year.  In  assuming  these  duties,  we  take  upon  ourselves  very 
great  responsibilities.  These  are  to  be  entered  upon  not  light- 
ly, but  seriously,  with  a  view,  not  to  our  personal  interests  but 
to  the  public  good,  remembering  that  while  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  city  are  large,  yet  in  these  hard  times  especially, 
taxes  are  a  biu'den  liard  to  be  borne,  and  which  therefore 
should  be  reduced  by  all  proper  means  to  the  lowest  possible 
'point.  The  people,  who  have  put  us  in  these  offices,  ask  and 
expect  us  to  manage  the  public  business  prudently,  and  to  put 
into  office  men  who  can  be  relied  upon  for  diligence,  discre- 
tion and  economy. 

I  wish,  gentlemen,  that  I  could  congratulate  you  on  a  revival 
of  business.  The  great  depression  which  has  existed  for  four 
years,  over  all  this  country,  and  many  other  countries,  shows 
no  signs  of  liglitening.     Employment  is    still    difficult    to    ob. 
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t:iiu,  and  vvaj^-es  are  low.     Tiiere  is  l)ut    little    trade,  and    most 
branches  of  manufactures  find  but  little  encouragement. 

In  the  midst  of  it  all,  however,  I  can  heartily  congratulate 
you,  that  the  great  tumults  and  commotions  which  have  dis- 
turbed large  portions  of  our  land,  have  not  been  felt  among  us. 
I'ut  that  quiet  and  peace  ha\epre\  ailed  in  this  cit\- and  through- 
out New  England. 

The  printed  City  Accounts  for  the  }ear  1S76  exhibit  the  fi- 
nancial condition  of  the  city  on  the  thirtv-first  dav  of  Decem- 
l-»er  last.  The  ordinary  bonded  debt  remains  the  same — being 
$161,700  ;  the  only  payment  required  the  present  vear  being 
$5000,  on  the  first  day  of  October  next,  for  which  an  appro- 
priation has  been  made. 

Of  tliis  debt  $55,500  draws  five  per  cent,  interest,  and  $106,- 
200  draws  six  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  this  debt  is  the  loan  contracted  to  pav  ff)r 
shares  in  the  Portsmouth  &  Dover  Railroad,  being  at  present. 
;'.s  I  shall  show  in  this  address,  $343,000. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  1876  were  largely  drawn 
upon  before  I  came  into  ofiice  ;  additional  appropriations  were 
required  for  the  streets,  the  fire  department,  school-houses 
:md  some  other  accounts,  and  the  expenditures  a\  ere  necessari- 
ly carried  beyond  the  appropriations,  though  no  expense  was 
authorized  which  was  not  considered  imperati^■e.  In  addition. 
it  was  thought  prudent  to  settle  a  suit,  ^\•hich  had  been  decided 
adversely  to  the  city  by  a  referee,  and  the  sum  of  $1167  was 
paid  for  this  purpose  for  which  no  appropriation  was  made. 
This  was  somewhat  less  than  the  sum  awarded  by  the  referee. 

The  appropriations  for  the  present  year  Iiavc  been  fixed  at 
t!ie  smallest  possil:)le  sum  consistent  with  the  requirements  of 
the  several  departments.  I  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  con- 
fine the  expenses  within  the  ap])ropriations.  I  know  no  good 
reason  why  it  cannot  ])e  done. 

The  Fire  Department  is  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency.  All 
the  apparatus  is  in  order.  The  Steamer  Sagamore,  which  had 
been  in  use  twelve  years,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  by  her 
Iniilders.  and  is  warranted  in  every  respect  as  good  as  new.. 
Two  thousand  feet  of  first  qualitv  leather  hose  and  a  new  hose 
carriage  ha^■e  been  bought.     The  new  hose-tower  with  its  con- 
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veniences  adds  much  to  the  efficiency  of  this  important  depart- 
ment, lam  not  aware  that  anything  else  is  called  for  the  pres- 
ent year.  The  officers  and  members  are  energetic,  and  expe- 
rienced, and  deserve  and  I  believe  receive  the  confidence  of 
the  public.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  whole  force  and  machinery 
of  this  very  important  brancli  of  the  public  service  is  all  one 
can  ask  for  ;  I  hope  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  keep  it  up  to  its 
present  efTective  condition. 

The  streets  are  in  good  order.  Some  of  them  have  received 
extensive  repairs  during  the  year,  and  the  work  has  been  well 
done.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  our  streets  will  compare  favor- 
ablv  with  those  of  any  city  of  our  size.  No  further  considera- 
ble outlay  will  be  required  the  present  3-ear. 

The  cost  of  supporting  the  poor  the  past  winter  was  quite 
large.  In  addition  to  the  persons  supported  at  the  Almshouse, 
more  than  a  hundred  families  were  assisted  at  their  houses,  in 
some  cases  to  a  very  considerable  amount ;  these  families  were 
looked  after  by  the  overseers,  their  wants  inquired  into  and  re- 
lieved with  as  irttle  expense  as  was  consistent  with  humanity, 
and  the  aggregate  amounted  to  a  large  sum. 

In  regard  to  the  City  Farm,  I  believe  that  the  city  was  for, 
tunatein  procuring  the  services  of  Mr.  Shannon,  who  is  a 
thorough  farmer,  and  I  have  heard  nothing  but  commendation 
from  any  source  about  him  and  his  estimable  wife.  The 
poor  under  their  charge  are  carefully  attended,  and  everything 
about  the  House  and  Farm  is  kept  in  the  best  order. 

The  city  Councils  in  the  years  1875  and  1S76  caused  that 
part  of  the  city  farm  which  borders  on  Woodbury  street  to  be 
laid  out  into  lots,  and  expended  a  large  sum  of  money — more 
than  $2000 — in  fencing  the  lots  and  opening  and  making  a  part 
of  the  streets  recjuired.  They  also  by  Joint  Resolution  author- 
ized the  streets  indicated  upon  the  plan  to  be  opened  from  time 
to  time  as  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may  deem  expedient. 
The  Mayor  and  Aldermen 'were  also  authorized  to  sell  these 
lots  at  prices  to  be  fixed  by  themselves.  A  schedule  of  prices 
was  adopted,  and  the  lots  have  been  extensively  advertised  for 
sale,  but  no  purchaser  has  yet  been  found.  It  is  very  question- 
able whether  any  of  these  lots  can  be  sold  at  the  prices  fixed 
upon  them. 
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During  the  past  }  ear  several  applications  have  been  before 
the  City  Councils  for  the  purchase  of  other  parts  of  the  Farm, 
and  the  Councils  by  a  Joint  Resolution  passed  on  the  I2th  day 
of  July  last,  authorized  a  Committee  to  sell  all  that  part  thereof 
lying  west  of  the  Creek  Road  for  $175  P^r  acre.  The  sale  has 
not  been  effected.  I  suppose  the  powers  of  that  committee 
cease  with  their  term  of  office,  and  that  further  action  will  be 
needed  if  the  Councils  are  disposed  to  sell. 

I  commend  the  whole  subject  to  your  consideration. 

The  Police  force  consists  of  the  City  Marshal  and  two  As- 
sistant Marshals,  and  six  police  officers  who  act  as  night  watch- 
men. In  the  day  time  the  Marshal  and  one  assistant  are  on 
duty,  the  other  assistant  acting  as  captain  of  the  night  watch  ; 
so  that  two  men  perform  all  the  ordinary  duty  by  day,  and  sev- 
en look  after  the  city  by  night.  One  of  the  assistant  marshals 
has  been  added  during  the  year,  but  this  has  not  added  to  the 
expense,  because  he  takes  the  place  of  the  seventh  night  watch- 
man heretofore  employed.  I  do  not  think  the  number  is  too 
large,  and  I  doubt  whether  the  citizens  would  be  willing  to  run 
the  risk  of  a  smaller  number,  especially  by  night ;  and  the  pay 
is  certainly  low  for  able  and  efficient  men.  There  are  also  sev- 
eral supernumerary  watchmen  who  perform  duty  only  as  substi- 
tutes, and  receive  pay  only  when  on  duty.  The  force  the  past 
year  has  been  prompt  and  reliable,  carefully  and  quietly  pur- 
suing their  rolitine  of  duty,  and  deserve  commendation. 

I  think  that  the  officers  of  the  Police,  as  well  as  some  other 
city  officers,  should  be  selected  in  part  at  least  by  the  chief  ex- 
ecutive of  the  city.  At  present  the  Ma\()r  has  no  voice  in  the 
selection  of  officers,  except  the  Aldermen  or  the  City  Coun- 
cils, who  are  the  appointing  power,  should  be  equally  divided, 
when  he  has  a  casting  vote.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  law  for- 
merly in  force  giving  the  ]Mayor  an  equal  voice  with  the  Al- 
dermen in  the  appointment  of  officers,  was  a  salutary  one,  and 
that  its  revival  might  be  the  means  of  procuring  or  retaining 
more  experienced  men.  It  cannot  generally  l)e  for  the  interest 
of  the  city  to  supersede  tried  and  experienced  officers  by  men 
who  are  entirely  witb.cut  experience  in  the  positions  to  which 
they  are  appointed. 

I  am  not  al'lc  h>  >peak    of  the   city   schools,  the    mayor    not 
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heretofore  being  a  member  of  the  school    committee,  1)ut  must 
refer  you  to  the  printed  reports  for  1876. 

Citizens  interested  have  procured  the  passage  at  the  late  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  of  a  law,  under  which  important 
changes  are  made  in  the  school  committee.  The  first  and  least 
important  is  in  the  name — the  old  and  time-honored  "school 
committee"  giving  place  to  a  "Board  of  Instruction."  This 
Board  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  ;  it  con- 
sists of  twelve  members  ;  four  to  be  appointed  each  year  here- 
after for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  Mayor  is  to  be  chair- 
man. The  appointments  for  the  following  year  have  already 
been  made,  and  include  two  ladies.  Let  us  hope  for  the  best 
results  from  this  new  departure. 

During  the  past  year  extensive  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  buildings  in  the  Court  House  grounds.  These 
changes  were  made  on  account  of  the  absolute  necessity  for 
enlarged  facilities  for  washing,  drying  and  storing  the  fire  hose. 
The  arrangements  for  that  purpose  were  found  to  be  very  in- 
efficient, entailing  constant  cost,  delay  and  injury  to  the  hose. 
The  hose  room  was  so  small  that  the  soiled  and  frozen  hose 
had  to  be  left  out-of-doors  sometimes  for  many  hours,  being 
taken  in  a  few  pieces  at  a  time  to  be  washed.  During  all  this 
time,  no  inatter  how  severe  the  weather,  the  doors  had  to  be 
kept  open  until  the  hose  was  all  washed  ;  and  the  hose  tower 
was  so  small  that  only  a  limited  quantity  could  be  dried  at  one 
time.  Of  course  high  prices  were  paid  for  labor  under  such 
circumstances,  and  particularly  as  the  washing  of  hose  must 
begin  immediately  after  its  use,  whether  by  night  or  day. 

By  the  plans  adopted,  the  old  hose  room  and  the  room  used 
for  a  stable  form  one  spacious  room,  fitted  for  a  hose  room 
and  a  tower  fifteen  feet  square  and  sixty-five  feet  high  has  been 
built.  In  this  tower,  which  is  well  ventilated  and  easily  warm- 
ed, more  than  a  mile  of  hose  can  be  hung  and  dried  at  one  time. 

Even  this  great  quantity  is  no  more  than  was  laid  in  the  yard 
frozen  stifi'  after  the  Temple  fire.  Had  the  present  arrange- 
ments been  perfected  at  that  time  the  frozen  hose  could  all  have 
been  taken  under  cover  at  once  and  thawed  that  night  without 
cost,  except  for  fuel,  and  washed  comfortably  the  next  day,  at  a 
saving  of  more  than  one-half  the  cost.     This  saving  is  now  and 
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may  hcreattcr  be  made  in  the  washing  of  every  lut  of  hose  used. 

And  further,  the  new  tower  furnishes  a  convenient  and  et^ect- 
ive  phice  for  preserving   the   hose   not   required    on  the   reels. 

And  any  one  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  examine  the  build- 
ing, with  its  conveniences,  and  the  hose  in  it,  cannot  fail  to  see 
that  the  cost  of  the  tower  and  improvements,  which  was 
$2374,22,  was  money  wxll  and  economically  laid  out. 

The  new^  stable,  necessitated  by  the  alterations  above  named, 
cost  $2370.29.  It  has  sufficient  accommodations  for  all  the 
horses  the  city  will  be  likely  to  need,  a  carriage  house,  harness 
closets,  work  shop  and  an  office  for  the  street  commissionev. 
It  is  a  very  substantial  and  convenient  building,  and  will  an- 
swer the  purpose  for  many  years.  The  appropriation  for  the 
hose  tower  and  stable  was  raised  by  taxation  the   present  year. 

In  my  address  to  the  City  Council  one  year  ago,  I  said  that 
I  was  informed  that  a  proposition  would  be  brought  before 
them,  to  provide  for  further  aid  to  the  Portsmouth  &  Dover 
Railroad.  The  company  had  procured  the  passage  of  a  law 
authorizing  the  issue  of  $100,000  new  stock  or  bonds  *"for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  road  and  paying  existing  debts," 
and  also  authorizing  the  cities  of  Portsmouth  and  Dover  to 
''take  their  proportionate  shares  of  said  stocks  or  bonds."  The 
share  of  this  city  was  $44,000,  and  an  earnest  call  was  made 
on  the  City  Councils  for  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  providingfor 
a  subscription  for  shares  to  that  amount.  The  subject  was  be- 
fore the  Councils  for  several  months,  and  was  fully    discussed. 

Agents    were    appointed  to    examine    the    accounts    of     the 
Railroad,  and   several    meetirigs  of  citizens    were    held.     The 
Agents  made  a  thorough  investigation,  and  presented  elaborate 
reports.     The  citizens,  at  their  meeting,  after  a  discussion    last- 
ing through  two  evenings,  and  with  the  Agents'  report    before 
them,  voted  to  recommend  the  taking  of  the  stock.      The  result 
was,  that  after  several  months  of  discussion  and   agitation,  tlie 
City  Councils  reluctantly  passed  the  ordinance,  and   the    stocSc 
was  subscribed  for  and    taken  in    February    last.     $43,000   of 
City  Bonds  were  issued,  from   the    sale    of  which    a    sufficient 
sum  was  realized  to  pay  for    the    shares.      The   city    of  Dover 
subscribed  for  their  proportionate  share  at  the    same  time. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  the  amended  Constitution 
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of  the  State,  when  it  goes  into  eftect,  will  prohibit  towns  and 
cities  from  aiding  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  or  pledging 
their  credit  or  paying  money  to  aid  any  dividend-pdying  cor- 
poration. 

The  entire  amount  of  stock  in  the  Portsmouth  &  Dover  Rail- 
road held  by  the  City  is  3440  shares,  the  par  value  of  which  is 
$314,000,  for  which  the  City  has  issued  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $343,000  at  six  per  cent,  interest.  The  interest  on  these 
bonds  has  so  far  been  paid  from  dividends  received  on  the 
stock. 

Gentlemen,  I  have  called  your  attention  to  a  few  of  the  more 
important  matters  which  may  come  before  you,  or  which  v/ill 
interest  the  citizens.  I  trust  our  intercourse  may  be  pleasant 
and  harmonious,  and  that  all  our  measures  maybe  undertaken 
and  completed  with  the  best  interests  of  the  city  in  view.

CITY    SOLICITO 

For  the  Year  1877. 


To  THE  CiTv  Councils  of  the  City  of  Portsmouth  : 

I  submit,  herewith,  a  report  of  all  unfinished  business,  and  a 
statement  of  the  suits  and  legal  controversies  pending,  in  which 
the  City  is  a  party  or  interested. 

Since  my  last  report,  there  have  been  issued  from  my  office, 
three  hundred  and  sixty  two  warrants  for  offences  complained 
of  by  the  Police.  The  suits  in  which  the  City  is  summoned 
as  Trustee  of  several  parties,  pending  at  my  last  annual  report? 
have  all  been  disposed  of,  and  the  Trustee  discharged.  There 
are  constantly  small  cases  before  the  Police  Court,  the  civil  ju- 
risdiction of  which  has  been  enlarged,  where  the  City  is  sum- 
moned as  Trustee,  but  these  are,  for  the  most  part,  cases 
where  there  is  no  liability    beyond   the   amount   which    is    ac- 


kuovvledgcd  to  be  due  to  the  debtor  from  the   City,  and  where 
no  controversy  so  far  as  the  City  is  concerned,  exists. 

Upon  the  docket  of  the  Supreme  Court,  (Law  Term)  in  the 
appeal,  Peirce  against  the  City,  for  increased  damages  in  lay- 
ing out  a  highway.  The  questions  of  law  have  been  argued, 
the  case  submitted,  and  it  awaits  the  decision  of  the  Judges. 

Upon  the  Sessions  docket  of  the  Court  (trial  term)  is  the  pe- 
tition of  Frank  Jones  and  others,  for  a  new  highway  (exten- 
sion of  Jackson  Hill  Street.) 

This  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  was  entered  at  the  October  term,  and  referred  to  the 
County  Commissioners.  A  hearing  was  had  as  soon  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Court  as  legal  notice  could  be  gi\en.  and 
the  Commissioners  decided  to  lay  out  the  street.  The  amount 
of  land  damages  awarded  are  ;  to  John  Downing,  nine  hundred 
dollars  ;  to  Hanson  Hoyt,  two  hundred  and  seventy  five  dollars  ; 
and  to  Samuel  M.  DeMerritt,  twenty  five  dollars.  The  time 
iii  which  the  road  must  be  built  is  fixed  at  June  ist,  1S7S.  The 
cost  of  the  hearing  by  the  Commissioners,  namely,  their  fees, 
v/as  $51,25,  exclusive  of  the  petitioners'  costs.  The  report  is 
to  l>e  made  at  the  coming  term  of  the  Court  in  January. 

The  cases  of  Thomas  Watkins,  Israel  Marden,  Ozro  J. 
Hobbs,  John  Hayes,  Elbridge  C.  Marden,  Samuel  Hurley, 
Edmund  J.  Clark  and  John  J.  Smart,  suits  to  recover  for  wit- 
ness fees,  while  the  claimants  were  Police  officers  under  a  for- 
mer City  Government,  have  not  yet  been  heard.  The  hearing 
and  disposition  of  the  law  questions  arising  in  one  case,  will 
control  all  the  others.  The  lack  of  time  since  the  last  term 
of  the  Court,  and  other  unavoidable  causes,  have  prevented  the 
counsel    for  these  parties  from  attending  to  the  hearing  earlier. 

The  action,  Sides  against  the  City,  for  damages  incurred 
at  the  Eastern  Railroad  Crossing  on  Elm  Street,  will  be  for 
trial  at  the  January  term. 

There  were  entered  at  the  last  October  term  the  following 
suits  :  One  in  favor  of  Alvin  Emery,  for  damages  incurred  by 
reason  of  injuries  received  by  falling  on  the  side\\  alk  in  Isling- 
ton Street.  This  has  been  referred  by  agreement  to  Hon.  Jo- 
seph F.  Wiggin  of  Exeter,  and  shorth'  will  be  heard. 

An  action  brought  by    Howe    Call,  Esq.,  to   recover    $87,00 
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for  drawing  vSunday  complaints  and  warrants  for  Ex-City 
Marshal  Marden  and  his  assistant,  which  claim  occurred  dur- 
ing the  term  of  Ex-Solicitor  Hodgdon.  It  was  not  presented 
for  payment  to  the  Board  then  in  office,  but  came  down  as  one 
of  the  unliquidated  claims  of  Mayor  Goodrich's  administration. 
The  suit  was  resisted  because  it  was  the  duty  of  the  officers  to 
find  the  then  City  Solicitor,  and  make  the  complaints  to  him, 
and  have  him  issue  the  warrants.  It  is  claimed  that  this  func- 
tionary was  not  always  to  be  found  ^vhen  processes  were  want- 
ed and  that  he  did  not  always  provide  a  substitute,  thovigh  the 
ex-solicitor  testifies  that  he  was  in  town  and  might  have  been 
found  by  the  officers.  The  complaints  in  most  instances,  were 
those  which  do  not  seem  to  have  required  any  immediate  haste 
to  have  secured  the  prisoners,  and  we  have  contended  that  the 
Police  officers  had  no  authority  to  bind  the  City  for  complaints 
and  warrants  where  a  provision  is  made  by  Ordinance,  and  a 
proper  officer  designated  for  public  prosecutions.  This  case 
has  been  heard  before  John  Hatch,  Esq.,  a  referee.  The  re- 
port will  probably  be  made  at  the  next  term.  Should  there  be 
anything  allowed  upon  this  claim,  it  will  be  necessary  to  enact 
further  Ordinances  in  relation  to  the  authority  of  the  Police 
officers  to  incur  obligations  of  this  kind,  in  order  to  protect  the 
City  in  future  instances  of  a  like  nature. 

Mr.  Thomas  Quinn  claims  that  in  driving  through  Hanover 
Street,  on  the  twelfth  day  of  Januai'y  last,  in  a  sleigh,  he  was 
injured  by  reason  of  channels,  grooves  and  holes  worn  in  the 
snow,  and  by  reason  of  snow  piled  in  the  streets,  thrown  from 
the  sidewalks.  He  claims  in  his  suit  three  thousand  dollars  as 
damages. 

The  foregoing  are  all  the  actions  under  my  charge  now 
pending,  to  which  the  City  is  a  party  or  interested.  There  is 
a  claim  for  damage  incurred  by  a  lady  falling  over  a  jorojecting 
step  in  one  of  the  public  streets,  not  yet  formally  presented. 

The  claim  of  Wm.  H.  Grant  of  York,  for  damage  in  falling 
into  a  hole  on  Vaughan  Street,  caused  by  snow  melting  from 
water  flowing  from  the  burning  of  the  Temple,  has  been  ad- 
justed (after  considerable  time  had  been  spent  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  case)  without  suit,  by  the  payment  of  two  hundred 
and  thirty  five  dollars,  in  September  last. 
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The  Police  Department  have  shown  a  commendable  degree 
of  diligence  in  every  instance  that  has  come  to  my  official  no- 
tice. Numerous  complaints  are  constantly  being  made  to  the 
Marshal  and  at  my  office,  many  of  which  upon  investigation 
prove  to  be  unfounded  in  fact,  or  prompted  by  personal  diffi- 
culties or  private  quarrels.  But  in  no  case,  where  there  has 
been  brought  to  their  notice  any  oH'ence,  where  it  was  the  duty 
of  the  Police  officers  to  interfere,  and  proper  evidence  was  to 
be  had  that  would  warrant  a  conviction  before  the  Courts,  has 
there  been  any  cause  to  complain  of  the  want  of  zeal  on  the 
part  of  the  members  of  the  Police  force.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Gentlemen,  In  compliance  with  the  ordinance  defining  the 
duties  of  Chief  Engineer,  I  herewith  present  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Department ;  a  list  of  fincg 
that  have  occurred  during  the  past  year,  with  a  statement  of 
the  amount  of  loss  and  the  amount  of  insurance  on  the  proper- 
ty destroyed,  so  far  as  ascertained  ;  the  amount  of  property  be- 
longing to  the  City  under  my  charge  ;  a   list    of  the    members. 
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with  their  ages  and  residences  ;  and  a    list    of  reservoirs,  wells 
and  hydrants  with  their  location  and  condition. 


Membership. 

The  membership  of  the  Department  now  numbers  132  men^ 
divided  as  follows  :  Chief  Engineer  and  four  Assistant  Engi- 
neers, Clerk  of  Fire  Department,  three  Steamers,  Companies 
consisting  of  31  men  each,  two  Extinguisher  Companies  10 
men  each,  one  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  31  men,  one  Hose 
Company  3  men,  and  .Supply  Wagon  3  men,  four  vSteam  En- 
gineers, four  Steam  Firemen,  two  Drivers,  six  men  on  Relief 
Steamer. 


Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  tlie  Department  consists  of  three  Steam 
Fire  Engines  with  Hose  carriages  attached,  and  one  Steamej- 
in  reserve  with  Hose  Carriage  attached.  Fire  Extinguishers. 
one  Hook  &  Ladder  Truck,  one  Supply  wagon,  and  one  Horse 
Hose  carriage.  Steamer  No.  i  was  built  by  Messrs.  Campbell 
and  Whittier  of  Roxbury,  Mass.  Put  into  service  in  1S65. 
No.  3  was  built  liy  Portland  Companv.  Put  into  service  in 
1864.  No.  3  was  built  by  the  Amoskeag  Company.  Put  into 
service  in  1870.  No.  4  was  built  by  B.  S.  Nichols  &  Co.,  of 
Burlington,  Vt.  Put  into  service  in  1S76.  These  Engines 
Nos.  3  and  4  are  in  good  condition  and  reliable.  No.  2  has 
been  repaired  the  past  year  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  Steamer  No. 
3  needs  repairs  and  I  would  recommend  that  it  be  sent  to  the^ 
shop  at  an  early  date.  The  Extinguishers  and  Hook  and  Lad- 
der Trucks,  together  with  their  apparatus  are  in  good  order. 
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Hose. 

There  are  7400  feet  of  leather  Hose  in  the  Department,  4000 
feet  of  which  are  nearly  new  ;  but  the  remainder  is  in  a  poor 
condition  and  1000  feet  of  Linen  Hose  is  worthless. 


Houses. 

The  Engine  Houses  are  in  good  condition.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  a  concrete  floor  be  put  in  the  Hose  Tower.  I 
would  also  recommend  that  a  suitable  house  for  the  Hook  & 
Ladder  Truck  be  built. 


Water  Supply. 

The  reservoirs  are  fifteen  in  number.  I  would  renew  the 
request  of  my  predecessor  that  a  pipe  be  laid  to  lead  the  water 
from  the  Hanover  Street  reser\oir  to  the  corner  of  Vaughan 
and  Congress  Streets  which  would  give  an  ample  supply  of 
water  in  case  of  fire  in  that  vicinity.  I  would  recommend  that 
the  inlet  in  the  Parade  reservoir  be  made  larger,  and  that  the 
reservoir  on  the  South  side  of  Puddle  Dock  be  put  in  a  condi- 
tion to  place  an  Engine.  I  also  recommend  that  a  reservoir  be 
constructed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Distillery  on  Dennett    Street.

The  fires  and   alarms  from   Jan.  ist    to    Dec.    31st.    number 


So 
thirteen.     The  value  of  the  property  destroyed  and  the  amount 
of  Insurance  on  the  same  is  shown  elsewhere. 


Expenditures. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Engineers  is  $8199,28,  of  which  $5499,00  was  for  salaries 
and  $2700,19  contingent  expenses. 

In  conclusion  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  the  members  of  the  City  Councils,  for  their  earn- 
est efforts  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Department.  To 
the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
several  companies  for  the  prompt  and  faithful  manner  in  whicli 
they  have  discharged  their  duties.

Tq  the  BoAiiD  OF  Instruction  : 

The  Committee  of  the  High  School  for  1S77  respectfully 
present  the  following  report : 

During"  the  year  your  Committee  have  made  frequent  visits 
to  this  School  and  careful  examination  into  the  manner  of  dis- 
cipline and  instruction. 

No  material  change  has  heen  ordered  in  the  studies  pur- 
sued. The  system  has  been  continued,  approved  by  previous 
Committees,  of  giving  a  place  to  the  classics  and  to  the  mod- 
ern languages  while  laying  the  foundation  of  a  solid  English 
education.  Your  Committee  believe  that  by  this  method  the 
best  result  for  the  pupil  is  to  be  obtained. 

They  are,  however,  convinced  of  the  necessity,  in  order  to 
preserve  the  present  standard  of  scholarship,  of  adopting  a  rule 
by  which,  hereafter,  no  pupil  will  be  allowed  promotion  with 
the  class  at  the  end  of  the  year- who  has  not  during  that  3ear 
attained  75  pei"  cent,  of  the  highest  possible  number  of  marks, 
and  by  which  no  pupil  will  receive  the  diploma  who  has  not 
gained  75  pei'  cent,  for  the  entire  course.  Such  a  rule  has 
therefore  been  adopted  by  them. 

They  have  been  impressed  with  the  tact,  shown  in  the  histo- 
ry   of  the    School,  that,  in    a    large    majoritv    of  cases,    those 
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scholars  who  Inne  passed  a  good  examination  tor  entrance 
have  retained  a  liigh  rank  during  the  course.  It  is  seldom 
that  the  record  of  pupils,  hurriedly  prepared  in  the  lower 
schools,  is  satisfactory  to  their  instructors  or  to  themselves. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  a  thorough  prepara- 
■tion  and  full  preliminary  course  is  of  high  importance. 

The  Library  is  in  a  flourishing  state,  and  has  lately  received 
new  growth  and  interest  by  another  gift  of  valuable  books 
from  James  T.  Fields,  Esq.,  who  has  been  to  the  school  a  kind 
and  constant  friend. 

The  building  remains  in  good  order,  and  but  slight  repairs 
will  be  needed  in  the  year  next  ensuing.  The  furnaces  are 
defective,  and  your  attention  is  called  to  the  want  of  a  heating 
apparatus  by  which  all  the  rooms  can  be  made  comfortable 
throughout  the  winter.  Both  teachers  and  pupils  now  sufler 
serious  inconvenience  in  cold  weather. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  stating  that 
the  school  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition  ;  and  they  are  confident 
that  at  no  previous  time  has  it  better  accomplished  the  object 
for  which  it  is  supported  by  the  City  than  at  the  present,  under 
the  efficient  Principal  and  assistants. 

A  Record  of  expenditures,  of  number  of  pupils,  of  course 
of  study,  of  graduates  and  of  recipients  of  Haven  medals,  in 
1877,  is  hereto  appended.

Chairman's  Keport. 

To  THE  Honorable  Board  of-  Mayor  and  Aedeumen  : 

The  Board  of  Instruction  for  the  year  1S77,  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report : 

An  important  change  in  the  administration  of  this  Board, 
by  which  Grade  Committees  were  established,  occurred  soon 
after  its  organization.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grade  Commit- 
tees, as  specified  in  the  newly  added  Regulations,  to  make  fre- 
quent inspection  of  the  schools,  and  to  render  regular  Reports 
to  the  Board  of  their  progress.  These  Reports  for  the  term 
just  ended  are  hereto  subjoined.  It  remains  for  the  Chairman 
to  supply  only  a  brief  general  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  schools,  and  of  the  management  during  the  term  of  office 
of  the  great  trust  received  from  you. 

Additional  regulations  were  adopted  early  in  the  present 
school  year  by  which  the  efficacy  of  Committee  and  of  Teach- 
ers is  to  be  promoted,     Beside  the  formation    of  Grade    Com- 
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m'ttees,  I'ules  ha\e  also  been  ordered  g"overnin<^  the  appoint- 
ment of  Instructors.  From  the  workings  of  tiic  Grade  Com- 
mittees much  good  is  expected.  A  uniformity  in  method  of 
instruction  in  each  Departinent  is  thus  obtained,  a  proper  com- 
petition excited,  and  a  more  careful  o^'ersight  of  e^■erv  school 
secured.  Your  Committee  are  already  assured,  though  the 
operation  of  the  system  has  been  short,  of  the  1-enefit  which 
must  result  from  its  faithfid  enforcement. 

Another  change  of  equal  importance,  and  of  ecjual  promise 
of  good,  is  the  election  by  you  of  women  to  our  Board. 
Your  Committee  are  sensible  that  much  of  the  improvement 
which  has  been  effected  is  due  to  the  energy  and  judgment  of 
these  ladies. 

A  noticeable  fact,  and  gratifying  to  yoiu"  Chairman  to  an- 
nourxe,  is  the  economy  with  which  the  school  Department  has 
been,  for  the  past  year,  conducted.  A  comparison  of  expen- 
ditures for  this  space  with  those  of  the  ^ears  immediately  pre- 
ceding will  show  a  decided  gain  in  this  respect.  For  the  first 
time  during  many  years  there  remains  an  unexpended  balance 
to  our  credit.  While  your  Committee  are  aware  that  this  re- 
sult is  aided,  in  some  tlegree,  by  lower  prices  and  by  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  total  of  salaries,  they  believe  that  it  has  been  chief- 
I\-  attained  by  strict  care  on  their  part  and  efficient  supervision 
bv  the  Secretary 

It  is,  however,  the  decitled  opinion  of  the  Board  that  a  larger 
t;um  than  that  to  which  they  have  rigidly  limited  their  l^ay- 
ments  could  be  expended  to  great  advantage.  While  the  sup- 
port given  by  3'ou  to  education  has  been  generous,  there  is  still 
a  pressing  necessitv  for  an  increase  of  appropriation.  The 
welfare  of  the  schools  depends  largely  on  the  means  supplied 
by  your  honorable  Board,  and,  although  this  Committee  will 
administer  with  severe  economy  whatever  simi  you  may  en- 
trust to  them,  they  are  con\inced  that  an  increased  amount  is 
imperativel)'  needed. 

It  is  a  source  of  just  pride  to  them,  in  their  opinion,  that  the 
efficiency  of  the  schools  is  so  well  maintained  at  a  less  cost 
than  in  other  cities  of  this  State  and  of  New  England.  Sta- 
tistics from  Reports  of  the  year  1876  and  1875,  have  proved  this 
tact.      \Vniile  there  is  a  point  at  which  economy    in    education- 
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al  matters  ceases  to  be  a  cause  of  congratualation,  yet,  when 
faithful  service  is  rendered  bv  teachers,  and  satisfactory  pro- 
grass  made  by  pupils,  on  a  moderate  appropriation  for  their 
benefit,  we  have  reason  to  feel  that  our  eflbrts  have  not  failed 
of  success. 

The  general  condition  of  the  schools  is  flourishing.  Special 
Reports  of  the  Grade  Committees,  and  of  the  High  vSchool 
Committee,  containing  suggestions  of  much  value,  show  their 
state  more  particularlv.  The  average  attendance  during  the 
year  has  not  materially  varied  from  that  previous.  In  District 
No.  Two  an  additional  school  has  been  opened,  and  entrusted 
to  an  able  teacher.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  Primary 
schools  in  this  District  will  thus,  to  some  extent,  be  relieved. 
The  question  of  a  better  provision  for  this  rapidly  growing  sec- 
tion of  the  City  must  again  come  before  your  Board  at  an 
early  day.  At  present,  the  benefit  from  the  added  room  is  de- 
cided. 

In  Districts  Nos.  2  and  3  no  change,  requiring  special  notice, 
has  been  made. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  Evening  school  recently  es- 
tablished by  you  in  the  Peabody  Building.  This  school,  con- 
ducted by  volunteer  instructors,  is  now  doing  great  service  to  a 
large  number  who  have  no  other  time  for  learning.  We  have 
watched  with  much  interest  this  successful  experiment,  and 
are  satisfied  that  it  is  deserving  of  all  possible  encouragement 
and  assistance. 

The  usual  statistics,  for  1S77,  are  herewith  gi^•en. 

In  submitting  this  Report  your  Committee  desire  to  express 
their  sense  of  the  responsibilities  of  their  office  and  their 
thanks  for  kind  assistance  from  your  honorable  Body  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties.

Grammar  Grade  Committee's  Keport. 


POKTSMOUTH,    DECEMBER    ol,    1877. 

To  THE  Chairman  op  the  Board  of  Instruction  : 

In  iiccordance  with  a  recent  vote  of  tlie  Board,  your 
Committee  of  the  Grammar  School  Grade  herewith  sub- 
mit their  report : 

There  are  seven  graded  Grammar  schools  in  Portsmouth, 
four  of  tlie  lirst  grade  and  three  of  the  second.  The 
teachers  of  these  several  schools  aue  Messrs.  Buzzell,  Dick- 
inson and  Perkins  and  Miss  Hill  of  the  first  division,  and 
Misses  Drake,  Whittem  and  Marshall  of  the  second  divi- 
sion. The  several  gentlemen  teachers  act  in  the  capacity 
of  supervisors  of  the  various  sub-grades  in  their  respective 
districts.  The  necessity  of  this  is  obvious.  It  relieves 
the  district  committees  of  much  petty  police  duty  that 
would  otherwise  compel  their  daily  attention,  and  places 
the  responsibility  of  the  executive  management  of  tiie 
schools  upon  one  person  ( rn  each  district)  instead  of 
many. 

The  First  Grammar  School  in  District  No.  1,  taught  by 
Mr.  Charles  E.  Buzzell,  numbers  forty  six  scholars.  Many  of 
these  pupils,  particularly  those  of  the  highest  class,  are  of 
large  growth,  which  fact,  together  with  that  of  the  second 
class  being  by  no  means  inferior  in  stature,  causes  the 
school  to  average  a  set  of  girls  and  boys  whose  sizes  some- 
what exceed  those  of  any  other  graded  school  in  this  city. 
The  deportment  of  this  school  is  worthy  of  comment,  the 
utmost  good  order  and  attention  to  stud}^  being  maintained 
by  the  scholars  at  every  visit  of  the  Committee  ;  and  there 
is  good  proof  that  similar  behavior  is  observed  there  al 
all  times.  We  have  examined  the  school  from  time  to 
time  and  find  it  to  be  apparently  well  up  in  all  the  branch- 
es prescribed  by  the  Regulations,  and  there  seems    to    be  a 
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geiieial  readiness  with  answers  upon  questions   in    review. 

The  First  Grammar  School  in  the  second  District, 
taught  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Dickinson,  numbers  thirty  nine  schol- 
ars, the  sexes  being  nearl}-  equally  divided.  This  school, 
in  consequence  of  a  change  of  teachers  during  the  \eai\ 
together  with  other  important  circumstances  that  are  too 
well  known  by  you  to  need  mentioning,  is  not  in  that 
healthy  stage  of  intellectual  growtii  that  is  possible  for  it 
to  reach.  It  is  hardly  just,  however,  to  expect  the  pres- 
ent teacher  to  show  results  equal  with  those  of  his  fellow- 
instructors  who  have  been  longer  in  their  present  positions, 
and  have  labored  under  far  less  embarrassing  circumstan- 
ces. 

Miss  Hill's  school  in  the  same  building  numbers  35 
pupils,  and  is  in  an  apparently  good  condition.  The  grade 
is  the  same  as  that  of  Mr.  Dickinson's,  making  two  Gram- 
mar schools  of  the  same  rank  in  the  same  district.  The 
practical  need  of  this  old  time  departure,  that  has  so  long 
been  maintained,  is  questionable.  Although  Miss  Hill's 
qualifications  as  a  teacher  are  good,  beyond  dispute,  still  it 
seems  to  us  that  some  method  should  be  devised  whereby 
a  uniformity  of  management  may  be  secured  through- 
out our  city,  and  each  District  maintain  the  same  system  of 
grades. 

The  school  taught  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Perkins  in  the  Third 
district,  numbers  about  thirty  five  scholars  and  is  a  model 
of  good  deportment  and  general  discipline.  The  pupils 
in  his  charge  seem  to  be  familiar  with  whatever  they  have 
studied,  and  there  is  a  very  fair  general  knowledge  man- 
ifest upon   review  exercises. 

It  is  undeniably  true  that  the  master  in  this  District 
possesses  a  decided  advantage  over  his  colleagues  in  Dis- 
tricts One  and  Two,  by  the  arrangement  of  the  school 
buildings.  In  the  locality  alluded  to,  all  the  schools  under 
the  master's  supervision,  save  two,  Lafayette  and  Manning, 
arc-  grouped  under  one  roof,  thus  affording  him  an   oppor- 
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tunit}'  to  use  the  time  that  is  expended  by  the  other  Mas- 
ters in  travelling  from  one  l^uilding  to  another,  in  the  clos- 
er supervision  of  his  lower  schools.  The  day  is  not  far 
distant,  we  believe,  when  this  want  of  school  accommo- 
dations in  our  cit}^  will  be  recognized  and  supplied. 

The  second  grade  of  Grammar  schools  has  not  received 
that  attention  from  us  that  it  merits.  The  schools  are 
taught  respectively  by  Misses  Drake,  Wliittem  and  Mar- 
shall. Miss  Drake  has  forty-live  scholars  and  is  a  hard 
worker  in  her  department.  Miss  Whittem  has  a  pleasant 
school  of  forty-one  scholars,  and  well  sustains  tlie  reputa- 
tion that  she  has  held  for  many  years  of  faithfulness  and 
perseverance.  Miss  Marshall  likewise  is  an  old  and  tried 
public  servant,  having  a  school  of  thirty -seven  scholars 
and  attending  to  its  daily  routine  with  an  earnestness  of 
purpose  and  faithfulness  to  trust  that  has  so  long  char- 
acterized  her  as  a  teacher. 

We  can  but  regard  ourselves  as  fortunate  in  having  in 
our  employ  in  these  Grammar  schools  a  corps  of  teachers 
who  are  conscientious  and  painstaking  to  a  rare  degree, 
whatever  minor  faults  they  may  possess. 

We  are  of  the  oi^inion  that  the  chief  weakness  of  our 
present  system  of  teaching  is  the  insufficient  attention 
paid  to  the  matter  of  practical  questions  by  the  teacher 
during  or  at  the  close  of  each  recitation  upon  points  which 
the  scholar  may  not  have  thoroughly  understood  by  the 
mere  committal  of  the  text  answers.  We  find  pupils  es- 
pecially deficient  upon  topics  of  which  the  current  news 
of  the  day  is  treating,  matters  perhaps  of  history,  geogra- 
phy, physiology,  etc. 

Now-a-days,  localities  are  often  made  suddenly  important 
by  the  occurrence  of  incidents  which  make  it  desirable 
that  the  scholar  should  know  and  be  able  to  fully  describe 
their  geographical  situation  as  well  as  to  be  familiar  with 
all  things  of  interest  pertaining  thereto.  These  hints 
have  been  expressed   to  the   teachers,  who,  while    admit- 
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ting  their  importance,  evidently  find  it   difficult   to   leave 
the  routine  of  text  recitations    and   adopt  the   plan   sug- 
gested. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  highly  im- 
portant that  the  present  system  of  grade  committees,  so 
recently  adopted  in  our  Board,  be  maintained.  It  seems 
to  be  the  best  method  of  securing  thorough  school  exami- 
nations, so  long  as  they  are  conducted  by  committees.

Intermediate  Grade  Committee's  Report. 


Portsmouth,  December  31,  1877. 
To  THE  Chairman  oe  the  Board  of  Instruction  : 
Tlie  Committee   on   Intermediate  Schools,  having  thor- 
oughly examined  each  school,  herein  report  to    the  Board 
the  result  of  their  examination  :  first, 

RECITATIONS. 

We  find  each  teacher  to  have  faithfully  followed  the 
prescribed  course,in  accomplishing  which  some  instructors, 
owing  to  their  numerous  classes,  labor  at  a  great  disad- 
vantage. In  one  school  the  teacher  has  twelve  recitations 
in  a  day,  while  another,  elsewhere,  has  but  three.  To 
remedy  this  evil  we  recommend  the  limiting  of  each  school 
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to  one  Division,  of  two  classes. 

We  see  the  best  results  in  those  schools  thus  defined, 
and  it  becomes  almost  a  self-evident  fact  that  to  obtain 
such  results  this  rule  must  be  strictly  maintained.  "We 
hesitate  to  compare  with  the  best  schools  those  having 
two  teachers  in  one  room,  as  justice  cannot  be  done  by  the 
teacher  to  herself  or  to  her  pupils,  nor  by  the  Committee 
in  examining. 

We  recommend  for  the  Franklin  School  fewer  recita- 
tions per  day,  and  a  change  in  Reader,  the  one  now  in  use 
lieing  higher  than  that  in  other  Intermediate  schools. 

We  recommend  also,  for  this  grade,  instruction  in  Draw- 
ing, if  only  in  simplest  rudiments. 

In  all  these  schools  we  would  like  to  see  a  more  general 
instruction  added  to  that  so  faithfully  followed  in  text 
books  ;  and,  if  both  methods  cannot  be  accomplished  in 
the  required  space,  we  recommend  that  the  time  be  ex- 
pended or  the  amount  in  text-books  lessened.  We  are 
convinced  that  the  mind,  awakened  by  a  deviation  from 
book  and  by  some  general  information  from  the  teacher  in 
connection  with  the  recitation,  is  aroused  to  think  and  act 
for  itself.  This,  will  be  a  great  advantage,  in  the  end, 
over  a  too  close  adherence  to  the  text-books. 

We  also  recommend  a  five  minutes'  daily  exercise  in  the 
mental  combination  of  numbers,  as  invaluable  for  training 
the  mind  to  quickness  and  accuracy.  As  an  illustration  of 
the  benefit  from  this,  we  mention  that  the  best  school  in 
the  Intermediate  grade  was  the  only  one  in  which  it  was 
adopted,  and  we  feel  this  very  exercise  to  have  been  an  im- 
portant aid  in  bringing  about  the  satisfactory  results  here 
noticed. 

We  were  painfully  impressed  with  the  lack,  in  nearly 
all  the  schools,  of  clear,  distinct  enunciation  during  recita- 
tion. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  schools,  with  two  or  three  excep- 
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tious,  requires  a  radical   change.     Without    any   spirit    of 
fault-finding,  we  observe  that  the   teachers  (undoubtedl}'^ 
from  the  fact  of  too    infrequent    visits  of  the  Committee") 
have  unconsciously  fallen  into  a  too  easy    method   of  gov- 
erning.    We  earnestly    recommend   a   more  faithful  care 
over  the  habits,  manners,  and  order  of  the  pupils,  such  as 
position   in   reciting,  non-communication,  quietly  moving, 
neatness  in  and  around  desks,  and  the  dispensing  with  the 
too  vigorous  demonstration   on    the    part    of  those    ready 
with  an  answer  when  a  fellow   pupil   hesitates.      We  be- 
lieve that  discipline  in  these  particulars  is   of  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  teacher  when    engaged   in    teaching,  to    the 
pupils  and  to  the  general  appearance  of  the    school.     We 
believe  that  the  effects  of  good   habits,  early   inculcated, 
will  be  visible    not   only   through    the    higher   grades   of 
schools,  but  through  life.     (3rder,  neatness,  and  self-disci- 
pline cannot  be  too  soon   implanted  in    the  child.     To  the 
majority  of  our  scholars  the  only  instruction  in  these  things 
comes  from  the  teacher,  and  in  tliis  light,  it  is  an  impera- 
tive duty. 

VENTILATION. 

This  we  find  very  imperfect,  and,  such  as  it  is,  very 
much  neglected.  We  recommend  that  the  Board  adopt  a 
resolution  obliging  every  teacher  to  throw  open  the  win- 
dows at  recess.  And  we  suggest  that  occasionallj^  the 
windows  be  opened  at  other  times  for  a  few  minutes,  dur- 
ing which  the  pupils  might  have  a  Avhispering  recess  or 
might  go  through  with  some  physical  exercise  to  avoid  sit- 
ting in  a  draught. 

Some  of  our  recommendations  inay  seem  small  matters, 
but,  like  the  grains  of  sand  or  the  moments  of  time,  they 
make  the  grand  whole,  and  the  grand  whole  will  be  marred 
by  the  imperfection  of  its  component  parts.  Nor  do  we 
expect  to  attain  perfection ;  but  we  may  strive  unto  it. 
We  submit  our  lengthy  report  with  a  most  earnest   desire 


to  help,  by  our  suggestions,  the  teiichers   as    well  as   the 

schools.

Primary   Grade   Committee's  Report. 


To  THE  Board  of  Instruction  : 

The  undersigned  having  been  appointed,  agreeably  to 
the  rules  and  regulations,  a  committee  on  "Primary 
Grades,"  have  attended  to  their  duties  and  resj)ectfully 
submit  the  following  report. 

The  short  time  that  has  elapsed  since  the  new  regula- 
tions have  been  in  force  does  not  enable  us  to  make  that 
full  comparison  nor  those  suggestions  Avhich  we  are  satis- 
fied will  result  from  a  longer  period  of  service  and  a  more 
thorough  acquaintance  with  the  schools. 

The  regulations  require  that  the  schools  of  the  city  be 
divided  into  six  divisions,  but  we  find  that  our  school 
houses  are  so  constructed  that,  except  in  two  instances, 
the  schools  are  not  graded  according  to  the  regulations,  but 
we  can  at  present  suggest  no  remedy  except  in  the  case  of 
the  Spaulding  school,  which  comprises  a  Primary  and  an 
Intermediate  school  in  the  same  room.  The  bare  mention 
of  this  fact  is  sufficient  without  specifying  the  inconven- 
iences and  difficulties  with  which  the  teachers  and  pupils 
have  to  contend. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  request- 


ed  to  furnish  a  recitation  room.  We  deem  it  a  necessity 
and  are  confident  that  with  it  tlie  usefulness  of  the  school 
wiil  be  greatly  increased. 

During  the  last  vacation  the  city  authorities  renovated 
the  lower  room  of  the  Bartlett  scliool,  relaying  the  floor 
and  putting  in  new  seats,  but  we  would  suggest  that  they 
go  one  step  further  and  furnish  a  recitation  room,  which 
we  think  they  could  do  at  a  small  expense.  This  room,  like 
that  at  the  Spaulding  school,  has  two  teachers. 

We  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to 
the  fact  that  the  seats  and  benches  in  the  upper  room  of 
the  Bartlett  school  are  the  same  ones  that  were  used  when 
the  from  was  occupied  by  a  grammar  school.  We  would 
recommend  that  they  be  removed  or  made  suitable  for  the 
primary  scholars  Avho  have  to  occupy  them. 

We  deem  it  just  to  say  that  the  teachers  of  this  grade 
throughout  the  city  are  competent  and  faithful  to  their 
great  trust,  the  pupils  are  greatly  and,  in  many  instances, 
affectionately  attached  to  them.  When  we  consider  the 
accommodations  furnished,  in  some  of  the  schools,  we  are 
surprised  at  the  progress  made. 

We  recommend  uniformity  in  the  promotions.  The 
regulations  distinctly  say  that  class  promotion  shall  be 
made  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  but  also  al- 
low individual  promotions  at  other  times.  We  find  that 
the  promotions  in  the  several  districts  are  made  at  differ- 
ent times.  In  some  cases  this  has  been  excusable,  it  be- 
ing done  to  relieve  the  over-crowded  primary  rooms,  but 
in  the  future  this  can  be  avoided  and  the  promotions 
made  according  to  the  regulations.  We  also  find  that  ap- 
plications for  admission  into  the  primary  school  on  Cabot 
street,  have  been  refused  during  the  past  year  on  account 
of  its  crowded  condition,  but  we  think  that  this  evil  has 
been  remedied  by  the  additional  accommodations  recently 
furnished  by  the  city.  We  miss  ver}^  much  the  services 
oi  r.  music  teacher,  none  having  been  employed    since  the 


resignation  of  Miss  Franklin. 

The  great  end  of  all  education  is  to  increase  human 
happiness,  and  he  who  goes  forth  into  the  world  armed 
with  the  power  of  song  can  easily  dispel  many  of  the 
clouds  and  shadows  of  life.  There  is  no  department 
where  a  greater  return  is  made  for  an  equal  outlay.  We 
commend  this  subject  to  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
Board.

Report  of  Committee  on  Suburban  Schools. 


To  THE  Board  of  Instruction  : 

The  Committee  on  Suburban  Schools  report  that  they  have 
visited  the  various  schools  in  the  suburbs.  The  school  in  Dis- 
trict No.  One,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  T.  K.  Shannon,  is  in 
good  condition,  although  with  a  diminished  number  of  pupils, 
owing  to  tlie  removal  of  a  number  of  families  from  that  part 
of  the  district. 

At  the  Plains  School  under  Miss  Garrett,  the  scholars  show 
continued  proficiency.  The  attendance  has  been  good,  and  the 
school  has  maintained  its  former  good  repute,  during  the  past 
year. 

The  School  on  Lafayette  Road  under  Miss  HoNt,  is  also  in 
good  condition.  Tliese  schools  during  the  past  year  have  re- 
ceived the  advantages  of  occasional  visits  by  the  Masters  of 
these  respective  districts  and  the  results  demonstrate  the  pro- 
priety of  frequent  visitations  on  their  part. 
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These  schools  furnish  some  of  the  best  scholars  for  the  High 
School,  and  it  has  been  our  constant  aim  that  there  shall  be  no 
omission  on  our  part  to  afford  every  opportunity  in  our  power 
to  improve  their  condition.

REGULATIONS 


The  schools  in  this  city  shall  be  classed  and    divided    as  fol- 
lows : 

•  High,  Ungraded,  Grammar,  Intermediate,  and  Primary 
schools;  the  last  three  of  which  shall  consist  of  two  divisions 
each,  and  shall  be  called  the  ist,  3nd,  3rd,  4th,  5th  and  6tl- 
divisions,  respectively.  Each  division  shall  have  two  classes, 
and  may  be  allowed  two  years  to  complete  its  work. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  MASTER. 


1.  The  Master  of  the  ist  division  in  each  Ward  shall  act  as 
a  supervisor  of  the  divisions  above  mentioned. 

2.  He  shall  make  such  regulations  for  the  discipline  and 
government  of  the  several  divisions  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

3.  He  shall  mark  out  the  course  of  study  and  the  limits  of 
instruction  in  every  branch  for  the  several  divisions  and  classes, 
which  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  city- 
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4-  He  shall  secure  uniformity  in  methods  of  instruction, 
as  far  as  practicable  or  useful,  and  sec  that  no  text  books  are 
used  in  school  except  such  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Committee. 

5.  He  shall  see  by  frequent  examinations,  that  the  regula- 
tions are  carried  into  ettect,  and  that  the  instruction  is  effi- 
cient and  thorough. 

6.  He  shall  have  charge  of  and  be  responsible  for  the  or. 
der  in  the  school-yards  and  outbuildings. 

7.  He  shall  have  power  to  suspend  any  pupil  who  may 
be  guilty  of  a  flagrant  breach  of  the  law,  such  as  truancy,  or 
rebellion,  in  any  division  under  his  charge,  until  such  pupils 
shall  be  reinstated  or  expelled  from  school  by  the    Committee. 

8.  Pupils  desiring  to  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  above  men- 
tioned schools,  shall,  after  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  chair- 
man of  sub-committee,  be  sent  by  him  directly  to  the  Master, 
who  shall  examine  and  place  them  in  the  proper  grade. 

9.  The  annual  examination  for  promotions  shall  be  made 
by  him.  Promotions  may  be  made  at  any  time  with  consent 
of  the  chairman  of  sub-committee,  when  such  action  is  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Master. 

10.  He  shall  devote  at  least  one  hour  in  every  school  day 
to  examining  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  several  divi- 
sions and  classes  under  his  charge. 

11.  He  shall  have  a  book,  furnished  by  the'Committee  and 
open  at  any  time  for  inspection  by  them,  in  which  shall  be 
kept  a  record  showing  the  whole  number  and  average  number 
in  each  division,  also  the  average  daily  attendance  and  percent- 
age of  daily  attendance  for  each  month,  together  with  such 
other  information  relating  to  the  several  schools  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  wish  to  have  recorded. 

12.  He  shall,  on  the  first  of  every  month,  report  to  the 
chairman  of  sub-committee,  in  writing,  a  summary  of  the 
above  named  record. 

13.  All  work  on  reports  or  the  filling  up  of  blanks,  shall 
be  done  out  of  school-hours. 

14.  He  shall  appoint  stated  or  occasional  meetings  of  the 
sub-teachers  for  the  purpose  of  consultation,  or  for  instructing. 
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advising  or  aiding  them  in  their    various    duties  in  the    school- 
room.. 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 


I .  Those  children  only  who  have  been  vaccinated  and  who 
are  upwards  of  five  years  of  age,  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  the 
Public  Schools.  And  no  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  any 
school  without  a  written  permit  from  the  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee having  chargg  of  that  school. 

-  2.  All  the  school-rooms  shall  be  opened  and  the  teachers 
present  at  least  ten  minutes  before  the  time  for  the  session  to 
begin,  both  morning  and  afternoon.  The  scholars  shall  be  in 
their  seats  and  the  teacher  open  the  services  precisely  at  the 
prescribed  hours,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  school 
during  the  opening  exercises. 

3  All  the  Schools  except  the  primaries  will  be  required  to 
keep  the  same  number  of  hours  during  the  week. 

The  hour  of  commencement  in  all  the  schools  except 
the  ist,  5th  and  6th  Divisions,  shall  be  nine  A.  M.  and  two 
P.  M.  The  sessions  to  be  continued  till  twelve  M.,  and  till 
five  P.  M.,  except  during  the  months  of  October,  November, 
December,  January,  February  and  March,  when  they  will 
close  at  four  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  sessions  of  the  first  (Master's  Division)  shall  com- 
mence at  8  130  A.  M.,  and  3  P.  M.,  and  continue  till  12M.,  and 
3  P.  M.,  during  the  six  months  above  mentioned,  and  during 
the  remaining  five  months  the  morning  session  shall  commence 
at  8,  and  the  afternoon  session  shall  close  at  3  :30. 

The  session  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  divisions  shall  commence 
at  9  A.  M.,  and  2  P.  M.  The  sessions  to  be  continued  till  12 
M.,  and  4:30  P.M.,  except  during  the  months  of  October, 
November,  December,  January,  Februai"y  and  March,  when 
they  W'ill  close  at  4  P.  M. 
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4-  In-  each  school  there  .shall  be,  daily,  an  exercise  in  vo- 
cal music  and  some  gymnastic  exercises  ;  and  each  school  shall 
have  such  recesses  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  prin- 
cipal teaclier  of  the  school  ;  but  such  recesses  shall  not  occupy 
more  than  twenty  minutes  to  each  session,  including  the  time 
of  going  out  and  coming  in  ;  and  during  school  hours  no  pupil 
shall  be  allowed  to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  school  ground, 
Avithout  special  permission  of  the  teacher. 

5.  It  is  recommended  to  each  teacher  to  give  frequent  and 
thorough  reviews  of  the  subjects  taught,  with  exercises  and  il- 
lustrations aside  from  the  text  books. 

6.  No  books  shall  be  used  nor  studies  pursued  in  any 
school,  except  the  same  shall  have  been  ordered  by  the  Com- 
mittee. No  teacher  in  the  public  schools  shall  sell  any  text 
book  to  any  pupil  in  the  schools  imder  his  supervision,  or  be 
accessory  to  the  sale  of  the  same  without  the  consent  of  this 
board. 

7.  A  register  shall  be  kept  in  every  school,  in  which  shall 
be  recorded  the  names,  ages,  date  of  admission,  half-daily  ab- 
sence, tardiness  and  dismissals  of  the  scholars.  Each  recita- 
tation  shall  be  marked  on  a  uniform  scale  ;  deduction  shall  be 
made  for  imperfect  lessons,  and  the  balance,  at  the  end  of  each 
month,  will  determine  the  rank. 

8.  A  written  excuse  shall  be  required  for  each  absence  or 
tardiness,  from  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  pupil.  Every 
pupil,  in  ordei'-  to  obtain  a  dismissal  before  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion, must  bring  a  sufficient  excuse  therefor  in  writing,  and 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  teacher  at  the  opening  of  the  session, 
and  a  separate  excuse  will  be  required  for  each  dismission. 

9.  And  iu  case  any  pupil  be  absent  or  tardy  more  than 
one  quarter  of  the  school  days  of  one  term,  such  pupil 
may  be  degraded  to  a  lower  class. 

10.  Each  school  shall  be  dail}'  opened  with  the  reading 
of  a  portion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  to  be  followed  by  the 
Lord's  Prayer. 
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11.  When  any  scholar  has  been  absent  ten  half-days  or 
more,  within  a  month,  or  has  become  unnecessarily  irreg- 
ular in  attendance,  played  truant,  or  in  any  respect  be- 
haved in  a  disorderly  manner,  after  reasonable  admoni- 
tion and  correction,  the  teacher  shall  report  such  pupil  to 
the  Committee,  and  the  pupil  shall  not  be  again  admitted 
to  any  public  school  in  the  city  without  a  written  order 
from  the  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  that  have  the 
charge  of  the  school. 

12.  The  general  examination  of  schools  by  the  Com- 
mittee will  immediately  precede  the  close  of  the  Winter 
term,  and  the  annual  examinations  of  pupils  by  the  Mas- 
ter, for  promotion,  will  be  during  the  last  week  of  the 
Spring  term. 

13.  Teachers  shall  be  allowed  one  half-day  in  each 
term,  to  visit  other  schools,  for  the  purpose  of  observation 
and  comparison,  after  making  arrangements  satisfactory  to 
the  Master  and  chairman  of  sub-committee. 

14.  The  order  of  exercises  of  every  division  shall  be 
given  to  the  Master,  and  by  him  to  the  chairman  of  the 
General  Committee  during  the  first  week  of  every  term, 
and  as  often  thereafter  as  it  may  be  changed. 

15.  Teachers  shall  give  their  personal  attention  to 
the  preservation  of  order  in  the  entries  and  on  the  stairs, 
when  pupils  are  filing  in  and  out  at  the  opening  and  clos- 
ing of  the  school  and  at  recesses. 

16.  No  playing  shall  be  allowed  in  any  school-building. 

IT.  No  advertisement  shall  be  read  or  distributed  in 
any  school,  nor  shall  any  public  entertainment  be  an- 
nounced witliout  special  permission  from   the    Committee. 

18.  Every  school-room  shall  be  furnished  with  a  ther- 
mometer and  the  temperature  kept  as  near  68  degrees  as 
practicable. 

19.  Any  pupil  who  shall  cut,  or  otherwise  injure  any 
school-house,  or  injure  any   fence,  trees,   or   out-buildings 
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belonging  to  the  school-grounds,  or  shall  write  any  profane 
or   obscene   language,    or  make  any   obscene  pictures  or 
characters  on  any  school  premises,  shall  be    liable    to  sus- 
pension or  expulsion. 

20.  Whenever  a  teacher  is  obliged  to  close  his  or  her 
school,  immediate  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  master,  who 
may  furnish  a  substitute  for  one  day  only,  and  no  teacher 
shall  be  absent  for  a  longer  time,  except  for  sickness  or 
some  pressing  emergency,  in  which  case  he  or  she  shall  at 
once  notify  the  committee  of  the  ward  and  surrender  his 
or  her  school  to  said  committee,  who  shall  provide  for  the 
vacancy. 

21.  Every  pupil,  on  leaving  school,  shall  obtain  a  dis- 
charge therefrom  in  writing,  which  shall  be  given  by  the 
principal  teacher  when  the  reasons  for  leaving  are  satis- 
factory ;  and  no  pupil  leaving  any  school  in  the  city  shall 
be  allowed  to  become  a  member  of  any  other  public  school, 
without  first  presenting  such  discharge,  or  by  order  of  the 
General  Committee. 

22.  No  child  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  any  public 
school  unless  cleanly  in  person. 

23.  The  qualifications  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
Intermediate  schools,  are,  that  the  pupils  shall  be  able  to 
read  fluently  in  Hillard's  Second  and  Third  Readers  ;  to 
spell  words  occurring  in  their  daily  lessons,  and  other  fa- 
miliar words  :  recite  the  addition  and  multiplication  tables 
perfectly  ;  to  write  figures  plainly  ;  to  add  two  columns  of 
figures  not  exceeding  six  in  length  ;  to  be  familiar  with 
the  Roman  numerals,  and  to  multiply  and  divide  b}^  one 
figure. 

24.  The  qualifications  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
Grammar  Schools,  are,  to  be  well  prepared  in  Greenleaf  s 
Arithmetic  as  far  as  Decimal  Fractions  ;  to  add  the  column 
of  figures  on  the  Combination  Card  ;  to  read  distinctly  ; 
to  spell  in  Town  and  Ilolbrook's  Speller  as  far  as  page  73  ; 
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to  write  legibly,  and  to  complete  Guyot's  Elementary  Ge- 
ography. 


Terms  and   Vacations. 


The  school-year  shall  be  divided  into  three  terms. 

1.  The  Fall  Term  shall  commence  on  the  Monday  near- 
est September  1st,  and  close  the  Saturday  before  Christ- 
mas. 

VACATION    TWO    AVEEKS. 

2.  The  Winter  term  shall  commence  on  the  next  Mon- 
day after  January  1st,  and  continue  fourteen  weeks. 

A'ACATION    TWO    WEEKS. 

3.  The  Spring  term  shall  close  on  the  Saturday  near- 
est July  15th. 

VACATION. 

4.  The  above  shall  include  all  of  the  regular  Vacations 
except  Thanksgiving,  Washington's  Birthday,  Fast  Day, 
Fourth  of  July  and  Memorial  Day.

Additional  Rules— Adopted  October,    1877. 


Sec.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Instruction 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  evening  of  each 
month  at  half-past  seven  o'clock. 

Sec.  2.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each   member   of  the 
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Board  to  become  as  well  acquainted  as  possible    with  the 
condition  of  all  the  schools  and  with   the   methods  of  in- 
struction and  the   standard  of  the  best   schools  in  other 
places. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  committees  having  charge 
of  the  school  Districts  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board, 
a  committee  of  three  for  the  schools  of  each  grade,  the 
primary,  the  intermediate,  the  grammar,  the  ungraded  and 
the  high  schools. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  committees  to 
make  themselves  familiar  with  the  course  of  study,  the 
teaching  and  the  discipline  in  their  own  grade,  and  to 
make  a  written  report  to  the  Board  at  the  end  of  each 
Fall  term,  giving  a  full  and  exact  statement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  schools  of  that  grade  tliroughout  the  city, 
with  any  suggestions  or  criticisms  in  regard  to  the  teach- 
ers, the  classes  or  the  course  of  study. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  commitees  to 
prescribe  the  text  books,  to  arrange  the  course  of  study, 
and  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  methods  and  standard  of 
instruction  in  the  same  grade  throughout  the  city. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  committees,  with 
the  Masters,  to  make  all  the  examinations  for  the  admis- 
sion or  promotion  of  pupils,  to  see  that  the  course  of  study 
is  arranged  for  the  average  capacity  of  the  pupils,  that 
those  who  can  do  more  are  promoted  whenever  expedient,- 
that  this  course  of  study  shall  be  advanced  until  it  cor- 
responds with  the  best  schools  of  the  same  grade,  and 
that  in  each  case  fitness  alone,  without  regard  to  age  or 
numbers,  shall  be  the  condition  of  promotion,  and  that  no 
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pupil  having  an  average  beloAV  seventy   in    a  scale  of  r)ne 
hundred,  shall  be  promoted. 


REGULATIONS  CONCERNING  TEACHERS. 


1.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Instruction 
in  the  month  of  July,  the  Grade  Committees  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  the  teachers  then  connected  with  the 
schools  under  their  care,  whose  re-election  for  tlie  ensuing- 
year  they  unanimously  recommend.  The  Board  shall  then 
proceed  to  the  election  of  each  teacher  by  ballot,  and  sev- 
en votes  shall  be  necessary  to  elect.  In  each  ease  when 
the  Grade  Committee  does  not  so  recommend,  an  exami- 
nation shall  be  ordered. 

2.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  among  the  teachers, 
an  examination,  open  to  all  applicants,  shall  be  held  in  the 
High  School  building  and  conducted  by  the  examining 
committee.  Notice  of  it  shall  be  published  at  least  one 
month  previously  and  shall  include  a  statement  of  the 
studies  and  how  far  in  each  study  the  teachers  for  eaeh 
grade  shall  be  examined. 

3.  These  examinations  shall  give  special  prominence  to 
questions  relating  to  teaching  :  shall  be  marked  on  a  scale 
of  100  ;  shall  be  conducted  by  numbers  instead  of  names  ; 
and  all  the  papers  relating  to  them  shall  be  preserved, 
and  at  all  times  open  to  the  Board. 

4.  In  making  appointments  from  the  various  applicants, 
the  Board  shall  have   regard   to    attainments,  experience, 
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testimonials  and  character  ;  shall  give  the  preference,  oth- 
er things  being  equal,  to  those  already  teachers  in  a  lower 
grade,  and  to  those  who  are  graduates  of  our  own  schools, 
— but  no  new  teachers  shall,  after  January'  1,  1879,  be 
appointed  in  the  Primary  or  Intermediate  schools,  who  are 
not  graduates  of  some  good  normal  school.  As  soon  as 
the  examination  papers  are  laid  before  the  Board,  it  shall 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  teacher  or  teachers  according 
to  the  provisions  in  Section  1. 

5.  In  case  of  the  sudden  illness  or  necessary  absence  of 
any  teacher,  the  Master  in  that  district  may  furnish  a  sup- 
ply for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  days  ;  if  the  absence 
is  prolonged,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  sub- committee, 
who  shall  appoint  a  teacher  for  the  temporary  vacancy, 
subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Board, — but  no  teacher 
shall,  in  any  case,  hereafter  be  confirmed  until  an  exami- 
nation is  held,  by  the  direction  of  the  Board,  as  provided 
in  Section  2. 

6.  No  charges  shall  be  entertained  against  any  teacher 
in  the  employ  of  the  city,  unless  they  are  in  writing, 
signed  b}^  responsible  and  interested  persons  and  setting 
forth  the  specific  causes  of   complaint.

This  association  was  formed  in  June,  1873,  and  the  first 
Reunion  of  its  members  was  held  July  5th,  of  that  year. 
The  preliminary  steps  for  its  formation  were  taken  by  the 
members  of  the  Class  of  '64,  of  the  Boys'  High  School. 
They  formed  a  Class  association  in  February,  1S70,  with  C. 
A.  Hazlett,  as  President,  and  M.  E,  Spalding,  as  Secretary, 
and  the  class  held  reunions  and  suppers  each  year  thereafter. 
While  the  preparations  Were  being  made  for  the  Return  of  the 
Sons  on  the  4th  of  July,  '73,  it  was  suggested  that  a  reunion 
of  the  High  School  Alumni  be  held  on  the  5th.  In  June, 
1S73,  separate  organizations  of  the  Bo3's'  and  Girls'  High 
Schools  were  formed,  but  the  two  associations  were  united 
soon  after.  The  Reunion  of  the  Alumni  at  the  large  tent  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  ^th,  was  one  of  the  most  successful  and 
enjoyable  features  of  the  celebration.  The  second  and  third 
reunions  were  held  in  Franklin  Hall,  and  the  alumni  were  en- 
tertained with  recitations,  music,  and  addresses  by  members  of 
the  association  from  abroad  and  by  residents  of  the  city. 
During  the  evening  the  graduating  class  for  the  year  held  a  re- 
ception and  the  entertainment  closed  with  dancing.  The  as- 
sociation at  its  last  meeting,  fixed  the  price  of  membership  at 
one  dollar  ;  and  any  person  who  has  ever  attended  either  of  the 
High  vSchools  Ts  pupil  or  teacher,  is  eligible  to  membership. 
Certificates  can  be  obtained  at  any  time  by  applying  to  the 
Treasurer  or  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 
association  is  now  firmly  established  and  it  is  tlie  ]3urpose  of 
the  officers  to  continue  the  reunions.
